Olympics — the one time every 

four or five years when physi- 
cians from around the world gath- 
er to discuss the latest advances in 
integrative medicine. Spearheaded 
by Edmonton-based physician 
Steven Aung, the fourth World 
Congress of Medical Acupuncture 
and Natural Medicine takes place 
in Edmonton Aug. 23 - 27 at the 
Shaw Conference Centre. 

The congress consists of a 
variety of workshops, lectures and 
seminars covering an array of 
topics ranging from holistic dental 
practice, hypnosis and shamanism 
to finding your inner wisdom 
through music and imagery and 
neuro-anatomical acupuncture. 
With the support of the World 
Health Organization, the federal 
and provincial governments, and 
even His Holiness the Dalai Lama, 
the congress aims to integrate the 
best of Western medicine with the 
best complementary medicines, 
such as traditional Chinese herbs 
and therapies. 

More than 400 delegates are 
expected to attend. The work- 
shops and lectures are also open 
to the public, who can purchase 
tickets from Ticketmaster. 

Aung, who studied traditional 
Chinese, Burmese, and Western 















































International conference on healing covers it all 


medicines, is one of the leading 
physicians of integrative medicine. 
He combines the three approaches 
into his practice, which he started 
in 1982. “If you come in with acute 
appendicitis, ’'m not going to fool 
around with other medicines. I’m 
going to send you straight into 
Western medicine, to emergency, 
so I can take good care of you and 
stabilize you,” he said. “But if you 
come in with a chronic illness, or 
if you have anxiety or depression 
problems, or severe pain that you 
cannot control with conventional 
things, then I'll try other types of 
medicines.” 

Although many doctors in China 
use the integrative approach, Aung 
said his Western colleagues were 
skeptical of it in the past, mainly 
because there wasn’t a lot of scien- 
tific research on the effectiveness 
of complementary medicines. 

“Ten years ago, I felt that they 
were a little uncomfortable 
because they were not used to 
these different types of medicines 
used for treating patients,” he said. 
But as time progressed advances 
in research and an increase in 
patient demands to learn more 
about complementary medicines 
caused many physicians to take 
notice. 

Dr. Amy Lu, an Edmonton-based 
acupuncturist, said the majority of

her patients are people who seek 
natural remedies to problems such 
as headaches, fatigue and chronic 
pain. 

“Acupuncture is new for Canada 
and the people have a lot of inter- 
est and they want to know about 
it,” she said. The majority of Lu’s 
patients are first-time visitors and 
are often nervous about needles 
being put into their bodies. “But 
after their treatment, they found 
the benefits,” she said. “And 
they’re very, very happy.” 

Michele Half, one of Lu’s 
patients, was raised in a family 
that did not believe in taking 
antibiotics. “I'm from France and 
we used to see a homeopathic doc- 
tor,” she said. “My mom had a bad 
experience with a conventional 
doctor, so we tried something 
else.” Even after she came to 
Canada, Half wouldn’t take any 
antibiotics prescribed to her by 
Western doctors. “Antibiotics have 
a lot of side-effects,” she said. She 
discovered acupuncture six years 
ago and visits Lu whenever she 
feels ill. 

In many ways, Lu said, acupunc- 
ture is better than conventional 
treatments. She pointed out one 
patient who had an attack of Bell’s 
Palsy; which paralyzed his face. 
Deetors told him it would take six 
months to recover, but Lu said the 
man. was back to normal after two 
weeks of acupuncture treatments. 

But there’s more to the congress 
than just learning about different 
types of medicines and treatments. 
Aung wants to encourage physi- 
cians to take the Buddhist 
approach of loving kindness to 
treating patients. He recalls a 
private meeting with the Dalai 
Lama in November 1990, when 
Aung was told to start giving his 
patients “blessings” along with 
their prescriptions. 

It’s something that Aung has 
been trying to share with his col- 
leagues and some have been 
receptive. Although many West- 
ermers do not practise Buddhism, 
Aung said some doctors are 
already “blessing” their patients by 
wishing them speedy recoveries 
and good health when they write 
out prescriptions. 

“That way, the patient knows 








you genuinely care about them,” 


he said, Although there isn’t any 
scientific evidence, Aung said 
“blessings” given out with pre- 
scriptions have resulted in faster 
recoveries for sick patients. 

Aung also encourages physi- 
cians to seek inner peace, because

cine. 
only a healthy physician can help a 
patient. 

In addition, Aung is hoping phy- 
sicians will start taking a holistic 
approach to treating illnesses, 
instead of specializing in specific 
areas of the body. “In Western 
medicine we're very compartment- 
like; eye specialists for eyes, nose 
specialists for nose, ear specialists 
for ears, and they say that there’s 
nothing wrong with you anywhere 
else,” he said. “Actually the ears 
cause problems with the kidneys, 
your eyes cause problems with the 
liver and your nose causes prob- 
lems with the lungs, so you miss 
the whole other parts of the body.” 

Western medical schools have 
also begun to recognize the effec- 
tiveness of complementary medi- 
cines and a holistic approach and 
have recruited Aung to teach 


courses about the subject at the 


University of

The real devil will make an 
appearance, naturally, in The 
Devil and Billy Markham. If 
you rifle through your old collec- 
tion (or your father’s old collec- 
tion) of Playboy and dig up the 
January 1979 copy, you'll find the 
first published edition of Shel 
Silverstein’s epic poem. 

And you can see the story play- 
ed out in its full glory by Matt 
Kowalchuk and Andy Northrup. 
Kowlachuk says the tale starts out 
as a Devil went down to Georgia, 
southern rock story “but it gets 
much more interesting than that.” 

It must. Silverstein, who passed 
away a year ago, wasn’t just any 
old writer. He was a storyteller of 
the highest order who penned 
most of the songs recorded by Dr. 
Hook and wrote the Johnny Cash 
hit A Boy Named Sue. 

Billy Markham is a loser song- 
writer in Nashville who gambles 
with the devil, betting his soul 
against riches of gold and joys of 
the flesh. And because you can’t 
beat the devil, Billy goes to hell. 

“That, of course, is where the 
story really begins,” says Kowal- 
chuk. 

“It is very simple and typical at 
first. But I think that the mark of a 
good story is that moment that you 
begin to improvise, the moment 
you get past what you know is 
going to happen, then the real 
story begins.” 

Kowalchuk says it’s a magnifi- 
cent tale. 

“It tells itself,” he said. “I feel I 
am the interpreter and as long as I 
don’t mess it up, it’s going to be 
beautiful.” 


Silverstein wrote many hit songs 
but Edmonton garage band Dead 
Rats, the creation of David Clarke 
and Paul Morgan Donald, only 
wrote one.

hen you hear the name

of it as an epithet belonging to 
some sort of blues mystic, the 
nom de plume of some old soul 
straight from the river delta. 
Talking to Bocephus himself, 
however, I found out the name 
comes from much more humble 
circumstances. 

You see, when Jamie Perry was 
19 he was already a veteran of the 
bar band scene of his home town 
of Point Roberts, just outside of 
Vancouver. Soon he departed to 
find greater glory in Nashville, 
where he found a job writing 
songs professionally. He had only 
one problem at that point: his co- 
workers hated his music. 

“I went to Nashville but I 
wasn’t really prepared for Garth 
Brooks and all that stuff. When I 
went down there | wrote country 
music that I assumed was country 
music, like Johnny Cash and 
Willie Nelson. I ended up writing 


these three-chord semi-gospel 
style tunes which my fellow co- 
workers dubbed Bocephus music, 
kind of a derogatory term... I 
ended up getting really depressed 
and eventually had to leave my 
job.” 

The nickname may have stuck 
but Bocephus ended up moving 
on to other musical territory. He’s 
just released his third album, The 
Blue Sickness, with his backing 
band, the Rigalattos. The latest 
album is a collection of R&B, 
country, rock, pop and Big Band 
that I would call — uh — what 
would I call it? 

“Twenty-first century vaude- 
ville. That’s my new one I made 
up. When we were in Italy — we 
seem to be big in Europe for 
some reason — they said our 
stage show kind of reminded 
them of vaudeville, with all these 
different sounds, noises and sto- 
ries happening. The music is 


- wonky sometimes. It’s really a 


huge blend, if you see it, it’s really 
the last hiccup of the 21st centu- 
ry.” 
Similarly, Bocephus’ new 
album is stylistically all over the 
map, a departure from his last 
album, A Small Good Thing, 
which was more inflected with 
alternative country. But he isn’t 
worried about losing any fans 
over the transition. 

“I guess I took a bit of a risk 
with the new album because it’s 
more steeped in R&B and

morning, didn’t it? As though the 
asker (or askers) were egging 
you on to complain about how 
the Edmonton Folk Fest 2000 
paled in some way in compari- 
son to previous years, After all, 
the watercooler has been abuzz 
with slights toward the venera- 
ble fest all summer, about the 
repeat appearances in the lineup 
and the lack of a big worldbeat 
act for a headliner. The sugges- 
tion has even been aired by 
some that Calgary’s folk fest is 
becoming the superior function. 

Hardliners contend that the 
Folk Fest has grown crowded 
and over-commercial and that 
it’s programmed with less flair 
than Calgary’s (then they go for 
the whole weekend anyway). 
Some go so far as to suggest 
Terry Wickham is resting on his 
laurels now that the Folk Fest 
sells out consistently, within 
hours of the tickets going on 
sale. 

As I see it, the Edmonton Folk 
Fest has grown according to the 
desires of the people who use it. 
It had to be bigger to accommo- 
date all the people from near and 
far who want to share the expe- 
rience. And it seems a bit much 
for the Fest to change to adapt 
and stay exactly the same as it 
always was, which is what peo- 
ple seem to expect it to do. For 
better or for worse, the Folk 
Fest is less the domain of 
Edmonton's hardcore folk music 
lovers and more the domain of 
Edmonton’s hardcore festival- 
goers these days. Welcome to 
the joys of King-sized Cultural 
Spectacle. 

Not that there wasn’t a lot of 
great music to hear. Wilco and 
Steve Earle were the obvious 
high points, even though Jeff 
Tweedy shrieking “I'd like to 
thank you all for NUTHING! 
NUTHING! NUTHING! 
NUTHING AT ALL!” at the end 
of Misunderstood gave one to 
think they might not care if they 
came back. “I can’t believe he 
played Copperhead Road!” 
gushed emcee Wes Borg of 
Earle’s set, but Earle was noth- 
ing if not a crowd-pleaser, trot- 
ting out old faves like J Ain’t 
Ever Satisfied and Guitar Town 
alongside his post-incarceration 
material. Some of his balls-out 
energy might have kept a few 
more people on the hill through 
the rain of Friday night, when 
there was a little overlap of Irish 
and Dani. .

My last glimpse 
of Pickett was as he strode across 
the stage to the opening strains of 
In the Midnight Hour, a song for- 
ever ruined for me by the movie 
The Commitments. AARRGH!!! 

The Sunday gospel workshop at 
noon was a benison to these tired 
ears, half asleep and dreading the 
onslaught of folk music to come. 
Most of the highlights were lost on 
me, as I nursed a cup of coffee 
cadged from the food tent, but 
Linda Tillery and the Cultural 
Heritage Choir proved to be the 
cure for what ailed me, ably 
helped along by Church Street and 
Eric Bibb. 

The jamboree to follow with Oh 
Susanna, Jerusalem Ridge and 
Heartbreak Hill was surprisingly 
tuneful and organized, considering 
the nature of bluegrass music. 
Most bluegrass musicians I've seen 
would never leave a space unfilled, 
so it was nice to see the multitude 
of fiddle and banjo players laying 
out as circumstances dictated, pro- 
viding for understated accompani- 


ment to Oh Susanna’s numbers 
The requisite banjo duel was mer- 
cifully short. 

Scriij MacDuhk painfully illus- 
trated my traitorous disregard for 
my own Scottish/Irish roots. My 
Glaswegian relatives would have a 
fine time dancing to this Winnipeg 
band’s Celtic babble, but I found 
myself clenching my fists and 
yelling “Stop the torture! Please, 
for the children!” I will not recant 
and history will bear me out. 

On the other hand, the Rizwan- 
Muazzam Qawwali singers were 
mesmerizing and expressive, send- 
ing goosebumps up and down my 
spine, while Malian singer Rokia 
Traoré set a mood I couldn't shake 
for hours after. Plus, I think I may 
be just a tiny bit in love with her. 

Ian Tyson was given the golden 
headliner spot Sunday night, fol- 
lowing up on short but rocking 
sets by Wilco and Steve Earle. The 
self-proclaimed “old redneck cow- 
boy,” who spent many years in 
New York as a folk singer, set a 
slower pace with a bass player and 
guitarist to fill out his sound. The 
resulting country/folk mix would 
have been a perfect sunny after- 
noon reverie, but as one of those 
damn four strong winds began to 
blow cold air into the tired audi- 
ence, a few people began to slip 
away.

Not just great moments from 
our Folk Festival either. Slices of 
main-stage and workshop perfor- 
mances from that festival haven't 
completely masked other fine 
moments that were witnessed the 
previous weekend out at Camrose, 
where the Big Valley Jamboree 
was held, or the Stony Plain 
Exhibition Grounds, home to the 
Blueberry Bluegrass Festival. 

Can promoters and producers of 
such events ask for much more 
from audiences when the right 
packages are presented? Record 
crowds, smiling faces, great tech- 
nical production and artists as 
pleased with what is going on as 
the fans — it’s all quite amazing. 

You wanted hot pickers, you 
had the chance to hear members 
of the Charlie Daniels Band and 
Pete Anderson, the driving force of 
Dwight Yoakam’s band at Big 
Valley. If it was picking in an 
acoustic ensemble format you 
desired, Blueberry was definitely 
the spot to be as Special 
Consensus, the Laurel Canyon 
Ramblers and Claire Lynch seam- 
lessly executed sets of classic and 
original bluegrass tunes to largely 
appreciative audiences. , 

As for the Folk Festival, as 
much as we all seem to have opin- 
ions on who should be included 
and who we'd like to see in the 
future, the four-day event still 
offers an incredible slate of artists 
for the dollar spent. 

It always has been and likely 
always will be the workshops that 
deliver the real goods for this festi- 
val devotee and there were some 
killer combinations served up this 
year. It doesn’t hurt that there are 
six stages too choose from and it’s 
not a coincidence the crowds are 
getting bigger at side stages with

Eric Bibb was one artist who 
grabbed the attention of audience 
members early on Saturday and 
shortly after he had finished a late 
day workshop with Bill Bourne, 
Jim Cuddy and Church Street the 
record tent volunteers watched all 
of his disc sail out the door. 

Kimmie Rhodes continued to 
endear herself to Edmonton audi- 
ences and build on the success she 
enjoyed at last year’s festival. 
Workshops with Heartbreak Hill 
early in the day, a concert with her 
band to bring Saturday to a close 
at Stage 4 and the big draw event 
on Sunday afternoon with Ian 
Tyson, Kieran Kane and special 
guest Steve Earle cemented a big 
bond with the Texas-based song- 
stress and audiences.

Hence, 
it was stupid, disappointing godzil- 
la fans and regular moviegoers 
alike. 

Well, now it’s Japan’s turn. 
Godzilla 2000 is a state-of-the-art 
Japanese godzilla movie, straight 
from the boys at Toho, the original 
creators of Godzilla. He’s not a big 
iguana humping the Chrysler 
building anymore. Nope, this 
Godzilla breathes fire, wrecks 
cities and fights big monsters,-and 
he’s played by a guy in a suit 
(Tsutomu. Kitagawa). This time, 
there’s no question; he’s Godzilla. 
But is he any good? 

Godzilla has had a long and sur- 
prisingly complex history. There 
was the first run of godzilla films, 
from the 1954 horror original 
through to the ’70s, by which time 
they were mostly for kids. Then in 
1984, a new series of more serious, 
science fiction-oriented godzilla 
movies began with Gojira 
(released in North America as 
Godzilla 1985). This more mature 
line of godzilla films (or heisei 
films) ended in 1995 with Godzilla 
vs Destroyah, in which Godzilla 
gets destroyahed ... er... he dies. 

Rather than bringing him back 
from the dead, though, the Toho 
crew decided to reinvent him and 
launch (presumably) a third series 
of godzilla films. So we're back to 
where we were in Godzilla 1985, 
with a relatively brand-new 
Godzilla. +

Godzilla, circa 2000, is a lot 
spikier than he was and a lot angri- 
er.

This time around seven-year- 
old Holliston Coleman stars as 
Cody, a weird little girl who has 
the ability to spin things around 
like a Harlem Globetrotter with a 
basketball. Kim Basinger co-stars 
as her aunt and guardian Maggie, 
a nurse who often hallucinates 
poorly animated snakes, rats, 
demons and bats. Cody’s mother, 
absent since the child’s birth, 
suddenly reappears with her new 
husband/cult leader/former child 
star Eric Stark to reclaim her 


- daughter in the wake of a series 


of ritual child murders. Rufus 
Sewell (Dark City) plays the 
charmingly manipulative cult 
leader, who needs little Cody to 
summon the Devil and constantly 
tries to get her to take a Pepsi 
challenge with her soul. 

To combat the inherent evil- 
ness of evil Eric’s evil, the decid- 
edly non-evil Federal Agent/good 
Christian John Travis (Jimmy 
Smits) shows up to investigate 
the (evil) killings. He’s sort of 
like the Church Police from the 
famous Monty Python skit, but 
with a less developed character. 
Christina Ricci also appears in a 
small role, playing a self-sacrific- 
ing junkie and ex-cult member 


who tries to help Maggie. The 
other wasted cameo is Ian Holm 
as the wise old guy who plays 
with birds and seems to know 
everything about the secretive 
cult, God and the Devil. The ulti 
mate battle against good and evil 
eventually ensues in a stylishly 
decrepit old church full of tons of 
dry timber which, foolishly, is lit 
only with torches and candles. 
What the film lacks in rudimen- 
tary logic, plot, character devel- 
opment and originality it makes 
up in hackneyed Hollywood 
Christian rhetoric and cheesy 
stereotypes. The cult is shown to 
be similar to groups such as 
Anton Szandor LaVey’s Church of 
Satan, which would never con- 
done kidnapping, much less child 
murder. According to the film, 
cultists are also all heroin addict- 
ed punks and goths, who are eas- 
ily visible targets if you’re inter- 
ested in starting a witch hunt. 
Regardless of religious view- 
point, the film cannot engage the 
audience because it doesn’t both- 
er to develop any of the charac- 
ters, instead placing them in a 
series of familiar situations from 
other films delivering well-worn 
dialogue. How many times can

New book examines quality of work issues

ith a forecasted GNP growth 
W rate of 5.5 per cent predicted 

for this year, there isn’t going 
to be much talk about quantities of 
jobs. 

Not that this means we 
shouldn’t talk about work and 
jobs. Rather, this period of pro- 
tracted prosperity Alberta finds 
itself in means that we should be 
talking about the quality of jobs 
we're producing in this red-hot 
economy. Easier said than done 
though. Just how and where do we 
begin that discussion? 

Dr. Graham S. Lowe, director of 
the Work Network with the Canad- 
ian Policy Research Network, a 
University of Alberta professor in

the department of sociology and 
author of The Quality of Work: A 
People-Centred Agenda, has some 
really good suggestions as to 
where to start talking. 

He has produced an eye-opening

Alberta’s employment rate is at a 
25-year high, other indicators of 
workplace and work quality aren't 
so rosy:

That last point is especially trou- 
blesome given the high and grow- 


ing rate of ongoing education 
workers are undertaking. 


Lowe says we should worry less 
about illiterates in the workplace 
and admit instead we have the 
problems that come with an over- 


literate, frustrated workforce that 
can use their skills at work. 

In short, never before have we 
been as overworked, overstressed 


and totally under-intellectually healthy and pays a decent wage if 


engaged in the workplace. 
Our workers are like bright kids 
in school: bored silly.

Of my crew mates I had to admit 
Monica, from Italy, was my 
favorite. Not because she was the 
only woman on board, but because 
we always had the best cama- 
raderie. How can you forget sitting 
on the front of the boat on a work 
day that started at 2 a.m., watching 
the stars and discussing life 
philosophies and how you both 
feel so lucky to have such an expe- 
rience in life? Meanwhile, below 
deck, the rest of the crew is sleep- 
ing and at the wheel you watch 
Menachem, watching the sonar, 
slowly nods off to sleep, sending 
the boat in large lazy circles. After 
a while he wakes, spins the wheel 
sending the boat in the other direc- 
tion. As he continues these cycles 
of wake, change rotation, doze, 
you move on to discuss your 
favorite writers until the sun starts 
to rise. 

Just when you think that it will 
be an easy day and Menachem will 
soon head back to the kibbutz, in 
one of his awake moments he asks 
us to make coffee and then the 
work begins.

atering to the carnivore

We t's beefsteak when I'm hungry, rye whisky 
when I’m dry, greenbacks when I’m hard-up 
and heaven when I die...” (Rye Whisky, by 

Tex Ritter). 

Long experience has taught me that nothing 
warms the heart of any born or acclimatized 
Albertan more than the simple pleasures of life, 
especially those of a culinary nature. 

For most of us, well, at least the carnivores 
among us, heaven (or a reasonable facsimile) is a 
well-cut and cooked steak or other fine chop 
served with an appropriately poured libation. This 
goes far to explain the plethora of steak and chop 
houses that adorn the cholesterol-laden streets of 
River City 

E he latest entry in the fried meat n 
swank River Cit 
Jasper and 118 Street, run by the fine folks who've 
brought you the Overtime Lounge and the Iron 
Bridge Restaurant ‘ , 

Proving my point about simplicity, the entrée 
column on the new eatery’s menu is divided into 
two categorie teaks” and “not steaks.” 

The theme is carried forward in the restaurant 
itself, a clean, elegantly-designed room evoking a 
1950's modernism — dark wood panelling offset by 
light fabric furnishings, a huge bar-lounge boasting 
a cascading-water back wall and a half-circle of 
towering blue velvet booths ringing the back of the 
dining area. Heck, the waiters are-even dressed in 


et is the 


: old-fashioned white kitchen coats covering dark 
blue customized shirts and dark ties. It only makes 


sense, the ‘50s were certainly the golden age of 
steakhouses. 

In an effort to gently ease ourselves into the 
realm of the big meat, Ray and I decided to split a 
couple of non-bovine appetizers, kinda like two 
gunslingers riding into town and picking off a 


Chop House on the corner of 


couple of deputies before challenging the hot-shot 
sheriff. We settled on the Coconut Prawns and the 
Escargot and ordered a half bottle of mildish 
Merlot that I figured (correctly) would go with 
everything. 

The shrimp proved delightful, subtly spiced and 
beautifully breaded, served aside a mound of fluffy 
rice topped with a contrasting mandarin orange 
sauce. The e rgot was also the Platonic ideal of a 
standard dish — dripping in butter and with 
enough of a garlic kick to make it interesting with- 
out overpowering. 

Palate now suitably primed, Ray went straight 
for blaring big iron, the 16 ounce Triple-A prime rib 
(the mid-sized beef chunk — the smallest is eight, 
the largest is 32). Forced to choose between tradi- 
tional slow-roasted, grilled or Cajun blackened, he 
settled on the latter, sided with baby red potatoes. 

Carrying the western metaphor to its conclusion, I 
was the timid bad guy skulking with the rifle on the 
roof. I ordered the more delicate 10 oz. Sauce Lovers 
N.Y. Striploin with Three Sauces (Pineapple Curry 
Salsa Rosa and the Great Mediterranean Caper 
Sauce), sided with the garlic mashed potatoes. 

Living up to all the menu’s advance praise, both 
steak entrées were more than exceptional. Ray was 
especially pleased with the buttery tenderness of 
the spicy prime rib, albeit shocked at the mound of 
lightly cooked in-season vegetables and “baby” red 
potatoes (“if these are baby potatoes then they're 
on steroids” he quipped). Ray’s only complaint was 
that the Yorkshire pudding was cold and doughy 

Likewise, my striploin met all my dining expecta- 
tions plus some. All three sauces were bracing and 
fresh without being overly ho 

Carrying across the time-warping theme of the 
evening, the three-sauce dish was served in a play 
fully kitschy dish moulded in the shape of an 

Ss paint palette.
